EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 21, line 13, [[exists]] has been replaced with exits 
Claims 29-33 have been canceled as being drawn to a non-elected invention, the 
election being made without traverse on 9/30/2010 without traverse. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the known 
prior art does not disclose a method for producing radially perforated cylindrical 
propellant tubes comprising perforating each of the propellant tubes as per the claimed 
method steps of independent claim 21 to produce propellant tubes that are perforated 
all over such that an e-dimension distance between the perforations is produced to 
effect complete combustion of the propellant during the dynamic pressure sequence in 
the barrel of a particular artillery piece for which the propellant in intended , the selected 
e-dimension distance between the perforations corresponding to the distance for which 
the propellant is able to burn from the time of ignition until the time at which the 
completely combusted propellant exits from the barrel (see page 5 of the applicant's 
specification for a definition of the term "e-dimension". 

3. Claims 21-28 and 34-39 are allowable. The restriction of 8/31/2010 between the 
inventions of Group 1 and Group II is being maintained at allowance. However, the

restriction requirement between Species A - B and between Sub-species 1-4, as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on 8/31/2010, has been reconsidered in view of the 
allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement between the 
species and sub-species, applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 

Once a resthction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .
